bate,’ Lucan, Rathfarnham, Sandford, 
Skerries and Swords: 

lt was also stated that the great majority 
of the members were working away at the 
old rates of wages, and that most of the 
farmers had refused to be directed by the 
Enfployers’ Protection Association. Trading 

the markets, it was said, was normal, and 
farmers who were paying the old rates at- 
tended and benefited by the absence of others. 


THE EMPLOYERS’ VIEW. 

An official of the County Dublin Employers’ 
Protection Association stated yesterday that 

i the case of outer .areas workers the 
najority of the men grere working away at 
{ new rate of 32s. It might, therefore, 
be stated that the strike was confined to the 

r areae With the exception of about £0 
farmers the employers had fallen into line 
with the policy of the Association, and none 
of those who had stood ont had signed agree- 
ments. They were simply paying the ald rate 
pending a settlement of the dispute, The As- 

ciation had men enough to fill the positions 
of those.who had gone on strike, dnd they 
wonld see that they were protected. In a 
few days they hoped to have all the em- 

. plovers in line with the Association 

The supply of produce at, the Hay Market 
vesterday was very small, and most of the 
supply, it 1s believed, came from Meath and 
hildare. A shortage, of course, was ex- 
pected, and a rush to lay in stock has re- 
sulted in largely. increased prices. 

The situation generally is that the number 
of strikers has increased, and there has been 
no offer of negotiations following the failure of 
the conference on Monday. 


THE CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 
_ «\ well-known farmer in the County Dublin, 
in conversation with a representative of ~the 
frish Times, outlined the history of the rela- 
tions Which have hitherto subsisted between 
the farmers and their workers. The first 
trouble with the labourers in Dublin, or, in- 
deed, anywhere in Ireland, was in 1913, when 
the labourers, led by James Larkin, struck 
work to obtain a uniform wage of 17s. 
per week, Previous to that wages yaried 
trom farm to farm, some being less and a 
iew more than that figure. That strike lasted 
from August, 1914, till January, 1914. The 
‘farmers made common cause with the Dublin 
Employers’ Federation, and ultimately the 
strike died out. , : : 

During the war wages rose by gradual steps 
until they reached the present figure of 43s. 
in the inner area of County Dublin, and 38s. 
in the outer area. While, wages were falling 
in other Lrish counties and across the Chan- 
nel, there was no move whatever in County 
Dublin. ; : 

[In 1922 the usual negotiations for an agree- 
ment for the following twelve months began 
about the Ist. March between the Farnfers’ 
Association and the Transport Unicen. The 
representatives of each agreed to recommend 
to their respective. bodies a reduction of ‘3s. 
per week, but owing.to the premature publica- 
tion of the terms, as if the decrease had

refused to accept them, an@ ultimately 43s. 
was again fixed in the inner area of the 
county. Last year no agreement was réached, 
and the wages of 43s. were again paid, not- 
withstanding the big drop in prices of all 
kinds of farm produce. 


THE NEW ASSOCIATION, 

This year, in order to ensure a reduction of 
what they regarded as an exorbitant wage, 
the County Dublin Farmers’ Association 
formed a body called the County Dublin Em- 
ployers’ Protection Association, whose ranks 
are open to hli land owners in the country. 
The farmers have reached a point when their 
financial position is not only precarious, but 
even desperate.- Following two abortive a 
~tempts io arrive at a settlement with the 
Transport Union, the farmers’ new Association 
decided to fix the wages at 35s. for the inner 
area, and 32s. for the outer area, and all land 
owners and employers of labour were re- 
quested not to pay more, nor to enter into any 

eeparate arrangements with their labourers. 
Our informant added that the step taken 
by the Protection Association has not received 
the unanimous approval of the farmers, not 
becavse the dissentients do not desire a de- 
crease of wakes, but because they disapprove 
of the manner in which the action has been 
taken.

ACCUSATIONS AGAINST TWO 
CONGRESSMEN.

The Capital is shaken by reports ‘that two 
members of Congress received thirty thousand 
dollar’ for obtaining. pardons of criminals 
convicted under the Federal laws. It is said 
that such information was contained in evi- 
dence given before a Chicafo jury. 

The result will be that Congress will be 
compelled to begin an investigation itself into 
the report. 

According to statemerits here, the special 
counsel named by President Coolidge to in- 
vestigate the oil seandal charges will ‘shortly 
begin criminal actions . against the. former 
Secretary of the Interior, Mr. Fall, and 
posstbly three other persons, on charges o. 
conspiracy in connection with the naval oil 
leases transfers, and of private exploitation 
against the interests of the State. Can- 
cellation of the Doheny oil leases will also 
be demanded. 

Senator Brookhart, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the conduct of 
Attorney-General Daugherty, in conference 
with other members of the Committee, has de- 
cided to open the inquiry on Monday next.

STRIKING TRIBUTES TO ITS 
WORK. 


The Prince of Wales, its President, and 
some leading figures in the political and 
ecclesiastical world attended yesterday after- 
noon at the Mansion House, London, the 
centenary meeting of the Royal Lifeboat 
Institution. The Lord Mayor. presided. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury recommehded 
the Institution’s as a cause which should be 
the concern of everyone, and ought not to be 
thourht of as a coastline’ matter. 

Lord Chelmsford, First Lord of. the 
Admiralty, said that the operations of the 
Irstitution, with its total of 60.000 lives saved, 
illystrated strikingly the sea-sense of the 
British people, on which, from first to last, 
the naval power of England h-d been based. 

Mr. Austgn Chamberlain, who followed, ap- 
pealing to the shipping community to give 
that support to the Institution which they, 
above all men, owed it, mentioned that last 
year that community contributed to the In- 
stitution’s funds less than four times the con- 
tributions made by foreign shipping firms to 
that great national Institution. hat was 
neither right nor creditable. Less than 300 
of nearly “2,000 shipping firms in the British 
Isles found a place in the subscription list. 

Sir Donald Macken: speaking to a resolu- 
tion appealing for more support; said that he 
hoped that that great service never would be 
nationalised, “but would “always 
ublic the chance to contributé tp it. Let it 
ie. & capital levy—(laughter}—so long as it 
was a voluntary one, 

Movine a vote of thanks to the Lord Mayor, 
the Prince of Wales, referring to the ap- 
propriateness of the Mansion House for the 
meeting, said that ag the centre of our mari- 
time Empire, there was no room in the world 
whose interests were more closely connected 
with the sea and lifeboat service.

Having advocated the election of Mr. 
0 Connor, and urged all to make full use of 
the advantages that they had obtained under 
the Treaty, Mr. Hogan-said:—The next step 
in our development after the Boundary. Com. 
mission has done its wosk—and: we are going 
to seg that it will do its work—is to unite 
the counties of the North. which may still re- 
main outside “within a united Ireland. When 
will we do that? When we show ourselves 
better men—not better guimen—but rather 
when we show that the quality of our thought 
and work is better; when we show that we 
are capable of building up a free, liberal, 
efficient—in a word, a superior social order. 
When we have achieved this, when Ireland is 
united again, the future is ours. If we are 
to succeed it will not be by the benevolent 
despotism of a chosen few, but rather by the 
efforts of the average citizen; each man at his 
own work. If we fail, it will not be because 
of the oath, or the Governor-General. but be- 
cause we have not as a nation the germs of 
growth or greatness in us. 

Having criticised Mr. MacEntee’s profes- 
sions on the protection of industries and the 
housing problem, Mr. Hogan. proceeded :— 
The fact is that this is humbug and cant of a 
particularly objectionable kind. If Mr. Mac- 
Entee came forward here and told you, what

dealing with this problem, whilst at the same 
time we must carry the huce sum of some 
thing like thirty or forty millions with which 
we have been loaded by the destruction of the 
last year.

in the public elementary schools is still 
diminishing, mainly owing to the fall in the 
birth-rate, and is expected to fall still further 
in the enguing year. There would, therefore, 
have been a considerable reduction of expendi- 
ture on education if the policy of the late 
Government had continued. 

It is anticipated. that, by retaining the 
figure of last year’s estimate, the Board of 
Education will, in actual fact, have a sum of 
between half a million and three-quarters of 
a million available for the services where the 
new policy of the Board is likely to increase 
expenditure.

Board, it is likely that the provision made in 
the estimates will be sufficient to cover the 
new policy, without any resort to a supple- 
mentary estimate. 


MONAGHAN MURDER 
CHARGE. 


EIGHT MEN ARRESTED, 


_At the Monaghan Courthouse, yesterday, 
eight men were charged with the murder of 
Lieutenant T. P. Gillanders, of the Free State 
Army, during a raid on the Monaghan branch 
of the Provincial Bank, when a sum of £336 
was robbed. They were also charged with 
tobbing £1,546 from the Ulster Bank, and 
£450 from the Hibernian Bank on the same 
occasion. 

It appeared that when the banks were 
raided the military were notified, and imme- 
diately shooting took place, between the 
soldiers and men who were outside the bar- 
rack. Tt was at this time that Lieutenant 
Gillanders, who was in the barrack, was shot 
in the head and killed, The raiders got away 
with their booty. 

All the prisoners protested their innocence. 

James McMahon said that when he heard 
the shooting he borrowed a gun and cartridges 
from a Unionist neighbour, and went into the 
street. He saw two men with rifles leaving 
the Hibernian Bank. One had a haversack. 
which seemed full and very heavy. He tried 
to fit two cartridges into his gun, but the 
lever jammed, and when he got it into order 
the two men had gone too far. They were not 
in the dock that day. He next took up a 
position at the Ulster Arms, and saw th 
men leave the Hibernian Bank yard: 
fired two shots at them, and they ran back, 
and in a few minutes a hand grenade was 
thrown in the direction in which he was. It 
exploded close by, smashed one window and 
blew out another. Then he saw John McCann. 
one of the accused. comin 
McCann said:

REDUCTION IN THE CIVIL 
SERVICE ESTIMATES.

LOMDON, Tuesday. 
National expenditure in the financial year 
which ins on April 1 will be on much, the 
same as exists at present. That means 
that Mr. Snowden’s first ey will provide 
for approximately £800,000,000. 
Army, Navy and Air Force estimates have 
yet to be published. It will probably be found 
that they will make provision which, when 
added to the Civil Service estimates issued to- 
day, will bring the total for the Supply Ser- 
vices to. over ,000 ,Q00. 
As the Debt Services and other Consolidated 
Fund charges are likely to require an expendi- 
ture of not less than 380,000,000, and extra 
provision may have to be made for housing, 
unemployment and the removal of the thrift 
disqualification in old age pensions, it will be 
seen that expenditure in 1924-25 cannot be 
much less than £800,000,000. 
The Army estimates are expected to amount 
to £45,000,000, a reduction of £7,000,000; 
the Navy estimates to £55,500,000, a reduction 
of £2,500.000, and the Air estimates to 
£15.000.000, an increase of about £3 000.000. 
With the total estimate of £290,000,000 for 
the Civil Services, particulars of which were 
officially issued to-day, an aggregate of 
405,000,000 is reached for all the Supply 
Services in 1924-25. 
Compared with the provision made for the 
Supply Services in the Jast Budget, this 
aggregate shows a reduction of £31,000,000. 
Much of the savirig is due to the liquidation 
of charges arising out of the war. 
The Civil Service estimates for the new 
financial year are £24,260.027 less than those 
introduced a year ago. Big savings are de- 
rived from :— 

The Colonial Office--£7.600,000 (large 
amounts were voted in the current 
financial year to Rhodesia and enya). 

The Middle East—£3,000,000 (large reduc- 
ae in the garrisons of Palestine and 
rac}.

The normal services—educational, social, 

diplomatic and administrative—show little 

variation compared with last year’s original 

estimates.

FREE CHURCHES 
PROGRESS. 
——__—__@—_—_— 
VISCOUNT CECIL AND THE 
LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 

Principal Garvie, in his Presidential ad- 
dress to the National Council of Evangelical 
Free Churches, at Brighton yesterday, said 
that there had been progress in theology in 
the past fifty years, that progress consisting of. 
the Christ’s name being exalted above every 
other name. The doctrine of personal punish- 
ment, in its crude form of a hell of endless 
torment, had no authority in Scriptures, un- 
less they made dogmas out of metaphors. The 
Christ of the Creeds was far removed from 
the Christ of the Gospels. Their faith to- 
day had a wider horizon. 

Principal Selbie, of the Mansfield College, 
said that Protestantism made for progress in 
religion, whilst Catholicism spelt decadence 
and death. 

Mrs: George Cadbury was welcomed as the 
first woman President-Elect of the Council. 

The Bishop of Chichester, welcoming the 
Conference, said that he was afraid that the 
churches were still a long way from visible re- 
union. 

Viscount Cecil of Chelwood, speaking on 
International Peace, said that they were en- 
titled to congratulate themselves that a British 
Government—he cared not of what party— 
had announced that its foreign policy was to 
be a League of Nations policy, and that it 
intended to do everything it could to 
strengthen the authority of the League. He 
understood that the present Government had 
announced that it did not intend to give any 
new work to the Conference of Ambassadors, 
and he could not pretend that he was sorry. 
The Conference of Ambassadors was a relic of 
the war machinery, and the sooner it was 
brought to an end the better for the world. 
Mr. Llovd George said that the world had 
sunk into the Slough of Despond, and required 
lifting. Our struggles were becoming purely 
material. It was the reaction from the 
idealism of the war. It was one of ‘the 
tragedies of civilisation that war, with its 
horrors, eruelties, and ferocities, evoked noble 
and more exalted emotions than any other 
appeal, The greatest problem of civilisation 
was how to transfer that appeal from the 
service of war, from the service of destruc- 
tion and slaughter, to the service of man- 
kind. The country that got most out of the 
war was the United States, which had gained 
prohibition.

A luncheon was held at the new quarters 
of the Oxford Universit Press House, 
Warwick square, London, E.C., yesterday, to 
celebrate the removal from Amen Corner 
building. — The Marquis Curzon, Chancellor 
of Oxford University, presided, and the 
guests included Earl Balfour, Mr. Asquith,

The Archbishop of Canterhhry, in propos- 
ing the toast of the Oxford University Press, 
said that formerly the Primate was Censor of 
the Presa, one of the purposes of which was 
to prevent the new craft of printing from 
disseminating mischief, in detriment to the 
common weal, The University Press,,he said, 
produced, in any field, the best work done 
in the best way.

attack by the strongest air force within strik- 
ing distance. The noble lord. confessed that 
the récent speech made by Mr. Leach, the 
Under-Secretary for Air, on this subject, had 
filled him with grave misgivings.

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COUNTY COUNCIL 
MANAGEMENT. 


THE‘ DUNGARVAN INQUIRY. 
The sworn inguiry into the finances ahd 
general management of the Waterford County 
Council was continued in the Dungarvan 
Court yesterday by Mr. Conkling, Local 
Government Inspector. 

Mr. Jephson, Assistant Surveyor, in the 
course of his replies to Mr. O'Connor, repre- 
senting the Farmers’ Union, stated thet there 
was a bridge at Carrigcastle that got broken, 
and he wanted it repaired. One of the men 
working at the repair of the bridge was a 
county councillor, who teld him that he 
would do the work. There was another case 
of a bridge near Carrick, where a similar 
thing occurred) A man who was a district 
councillor got a contract for repairs, and his 
son was paid the money. 

Mr. Morrisey, Clerk to Kilmacthomes Dis- 
trict Council, was recalled, and seid that the 
rents from the cottages in the district were 
£728, and the expenditure on repairs for the 
year was £925. . : 

Senator , Sir John Keane said that the 
Farmers’ Union, of which he was president, 
did not levy charges of maladministration 
against the County Council, but they wanted 
to see how the money was being spent. 
Mr. Williams—The salaries in 1914 were 
£3.800, and now they are £12,000. 

Sir John Keane said that he would like to 
see a change in the system of accountancy. 
He should like to see the statement issued in 
a manner that the lay man could 
understand. The farmers said that the 
rates were increasing to an alarming 
extent, and their. positions were not improv- 
ing. Prices showed B0 per cent of a rise, 
but rates had gone up 300 per cent. 

The Inspector questioned the secretary an 
to what the Committee did with the import- 
ant circular that came from the Ministry in 
the matter of economy. 

The Secretary said that it was initialled. 
The Inspector said that in other meetings 
it was “noted,” What did the initialling 
mean ? 

The witness said that it showed that the 
circular was read for the meeting. 
Inépector—That means that they simply 
shelved it. 

Mr, Goulding said that since. the amalga- 
mation the Committees could not get through 
the business. The system would want to be 
remofelied. Members could not find time to 
get through the business. On the grounds 
of economy they had cut off the county 
scholarships. 

The inquiry was again adjourned,
